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GETTYSBURG  AFTER  FIFTY  YEARS 


'111 is  summer  fifty  thousand  veter- 
ans assembled  at  Gettysburg.  The 
reunion  did  more  than  commemorate 
the  turning-point  of  the  war, — it 
pointed  out  a  change  which  no  one 
can  overlook.  Perhaps  the  easiest 
way  to  understand  this  is  to  talk  to 
the  men  who  fought  there.  You  may 
go  out  of  the  little  town,  over  to  the 
big  camp.  If  you  are  in  Gettysburg 
for  the  first  time,  you  probably  have 
a  guide  book  or  history  with  you. 
Now  it  is  hard  to  recognize  the  old 
Gettysburg  as  described  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  battle.  Yes,  there  are 
Seminary  and  Cemetery  Ridges,  but 
where  is  the  rest  of  the  ground  that 
was  fought  over  again  and  again  ? 
There  is  no  sign  of  a  battle.  Kverv- 
thing  is  quiet.  Even  the  huge  ceme- 
tery does  not  seem  like  the  resting 
place  of  men  who  went  down  with 
their  hands  on  each  other's  throats. 
Of  course,  just  at  present,  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  excitement  about  the 
reunion.  There  are  crowds  of  peo- 
ple everywhere,  and  over  a  little  wax- 
is  a  large  city  of  tents. 

But  this  is  not  what  you  expected. 
Perhaps  the  most  interesting  event 
of  the  whole  celebration  was  the  repe- 


tition of  Pickett's__charge.  That,  at 
least,  looked  real,  even  though  the 
men  were  gray  and  carried  umbrel- 
las instead  of  rifles. — looked  real  un- 
til you  turned  around  and  saw  ladies 
waving  their  handkerchiefs,  and  the 
moving  picture  men  busy. 

At  last  you  get  to  the  cam]),  and 
may  be  become  one  of  the  group  of 
listeners,  hearing  a  veteran  tell  of  his 
experiences.  He  may  be  a  Michigan 
man,  one  of  those  Frontiersmen  who 
wore  coontails  in  their  caps  when  they 
went  to  war  !  The  time  seems  very 
far  away. 

What  you  see  at  Gettysburg  de- 
pends largely  on  what  you  set  out 
to  see.  If  you  want  to  get  a  melo- 
dramatic idea  of  the  battle  you  had 
better  stay  at  home  and  see  a  moving 
picture  reproduction  of  it.  Hut  if 
you  want  to  put  yourself  in  the  plac  : 
of  the  men  who  fought  there,  to 
see  what  they  saw,  to  think  what 
they  thought  during  those  eventful 
days,  you  must  go  to  Gettysburg.  For 
after  all.  the  scene  is  much  more 
realistic  when  you  look  into  details. 
The  most  realistic  spot  on  the  field 
is  the  Devil's  den,  a  grotto  ^\  rocks. 
stormed  by  the  Confederates   on   the 
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second  day,  and  held  by  their  sharp- 
shooters and  riflemen.  It  is  practi- 
cally unchanged.  But  the  greater 
part  of  the  field  seems  much  more 
like  a  park,  or  pleasant   farm   land. 

But  when  you  come  to  think  of 
it,  that  was  just  what  Lee  and  Meade 
saw  fifty  years  ago.  The  ground  was 
not  marked  out  as  a  battlefield.  Few 
would  have  picked  it  as  the  spot 
where  the  most  decisive  battle  of  the 
war  was  to  be  fought.  Washington 
Irving  might  have  written  "Sleepy 
Hollow"  about  its  quiet  Dutch  farm- 
ers. Remember,  the  battle  was 
fought  among  farm  houses,  and  Pick- 
ett charged  across  corn  fields ! 


THE  GRAND  PRIZE  CUP 
RACE 


Savannah,  Georgia,  has,  perhaps, 
one  of  the  best  courses  for  automo- 
bile road  racing  in  the  country,  or, 
one  might  almost  say,  in  the  world. 
It  consists  of  about  twenty-five  miles 
of  hard,  finely  oiled,  suburban  roads, 
over  which  have  been  run  three  Grand 
Prize  Cup  Races,  one  Vanderbilt 
Cup  Race,  and  two  light  car  races, 
each  year,  before  the  Grand  Prize 
Race.  In  all  these  races  not  a  single 
man  has  been  killed  or  fatally  in- 
jured. 

On  Thanksgiving  day,  1911,  the 
third  Grand  Prize  Cup  Race  in  Sa- 
vannah was  run.  The  Vanderbilt 
Cup  Race  had  been  run  the  day  be- 
fore. That  was  a  race  for  cars  with 
a  certain  limit  of  power.  Mulford, 
in  a  45  h.  p.  Lozier,  had  won,  and 
De  Palmer  had  his  usual  hard  luck, 
for,  with  a  lead  of  two  minutes  on 
Mulford,  he  was  forced  to  stop  on 
the  last  lap  four  minutes  on  account 
of  tire  trouble,  and  so  had  to  take 
second   place. 

In  the  Grand  Prize  Race  there  were 
eighteen  entries,  three  enormous,  150 
h.  p.  Benz  cars,  as  many  Fiats,  over 


100  h.  p.,  and  many  other  powerful 
cars.  Against  such  as  these  Mulford, 
with  his  insignificant  45  h.  p.,  seemed 
to  have  very  little  show. 

The  track  was  approximately 
twenty- four  and  one-half  miles  in 
length,  and  it  had  to  be  circled  twen- 
ty times  to  make  the  five  hundred 
miles.  At  eight  o'clock  the  state  mi- 
litia, which  guarded  the  course,  went 
on  duty,  and  from  then  until  the  race 
was  officially  called  off,  no  one  who 
could  not  show  a  permit  was  allowed 
to  cross  the  track. 

Shortly  before  nine  all  the  competi- 
tors were  lined  up  before  the  enor- 
mous stands.  At  exactly  nine  o'clock 
the  first  machine  was  started,  and  the 
others  followed  at  one  minute  inter- 
vals. At  the  time  that  No.  1  started 
I  was  on  another  part  of  the  track 
and,  though  it  was  four  miles  in  a 
direct  line  to  the  starting  place,  I 
heard  faintly  the  roar  of  the  unmuffled 
engines,  as.  with  a  tap  on  the  shoul- 
der by  the  starter,  the  driver  and 
machine  shot  away.  From  then  on, 
there  was  seldom  a  moment  when 
the  hum  of  a  car  could  not  be  heard 
somewhere. 

As  lap  after  lap  is  made,  the  cars 
need  to  change  tires  and  replenish 
their  stock  of  gasoline  and  other  sup- 
plies. In  front  of  the  judges'  stand 
is  a  long  line  of  pits.  Each  com- 
pany who  has  cars  entered  has  a 
number  of  these  pits  equipped  with 
all  kinds  of  supplies. 

Every  two  or  three  laps  after  the 
first  ten,  some  car  gave  out  under 
the  tremendous  strain.  There  were 
a  number  of  bad  accidents,  but  no  fa- 
talities. Not  far  from  where  I  was, 
Magner,  in  a  Fiat,  was  going  about 
seventy-five  miles  an  hour  when  he 
lost  control  in  some  bad  ruts  cut 
by  the  wheels  of  preceding  cars.  The 
left  front  wheel  struck  the  edge  of 
a  culvert  and  the  car  was  thrown 
twenty  feet  and  landed  bottom 
up  in  a  ditch.     The  mechanician  was 
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tossed  into  the  branches  of  a  tree  and 
suffered  only  a  few  scratches.  Mag- 
ner.  however,  was  hurled  sixty  feet 
down  the  road,  but,  to  the  astonish- 
ment of  all,  no  bones  were  broken 
and  he  was  able  to  be  about  in  five 
davs. 

At  the  end  of  the  seventeenth  lap 
Mulford  was  ahead ;  Bruce  Brown. 
in  a  Fiat,  and  H emery,  in  a  Benz. 
were  battling  between  themselves  for 
second  and  third  places,  and  .De 
Palmer,  in  a  Mercedes,  was  about 
ten  minutes  behind  them.  These  po- 
sitions were  unaltered  until  the  last 
lap  and  then,  with  a  lead  of  four 
minutes  and  within  five  miles  of  the 
finish,  Mulford's  car  broke  a  cam 
shaft  and  went  out  of  the  race. 

Hemery  was  the  first  to  complete 
the  circuit,  but  as  he  had  started  sev- 
eral minutes  ahead  of  Bruce  Brown, 
he  was  not  necessarily  the  winner.  A 
few  minutes  later  Bruce  Brown  came 
into  view,  and,  before  the  eyes  of 
thousands  of  people,  tore  round  the 
last  curve,  rushed  down  the  home 
stretch  and  crossed  the  tape,  a  winner 
by  fiftv-four  sixtieths  of  a  second.

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WASHINGTON  AND  LEE 
UNIVERSITY 

Washington  and  Lee  University  is 
situated  at  Lexington,  in  the  beauti- 
ful valley  of  Virginia.  It  was  found- 
ed in  1764,  by  the  Rev.  W.  T.  Gra- 
ham, under  the  name  of  Liberty  Hall 
Academy,  and  when  George  Wash- 
ington left  a  large  sum  of  money  to 
it  in  1784,  the  name  was  changed  to 
Washington  College.  Later,  when, 
after  the  Civil  War,  Robert  E.  Lee 
became  president,  the  name  was  again 
changed  to  Washington  and  Lee  Uni 
versity. 

There  are  altogether  ten  university 
buildings,  including  the  main  build- 
ing, the  law  building,  the  engineering 
hall,  Newcome  Hall,  the  Carnegie  li- 
brary, the  chapel,  two  dormitories, 
the  mess  hall  and  the  new  gymnasium. 
Almost  all  of  these  are  built  on  the 
old  colonial  style,  with  massive  white 
pillars  in  front.  The  campus,  which 
extends  directly  in  front  of  the  main 
building,  is  considered  by  many  the 
prettiest  college  campus  in  the  South. 
The  chapel  is,  perhaps,  the  most  in- 
teresting building.  In  this  are  the 
remains  of  General  Robert  E.  Lee 
and  his  direct  family.  Just  opposite 
the  vaults  is  Lee's  office,  remaining 
just  as  he  left  it  when  he  was  presi- 
dent. This  office  is  open  to  the  pub- 
lic  and   is   very  interesting   to   see. 

Back  of  the  college  buildings  is 
the  best  athletic  field  in  the  South.  It 
is  very  nearly  two  hundred  vards 
square.  This  field  is  also  fitted  with 
the  newest  style  under-ground  drain- 
age system.  Even  after  a  hard  rain 
in  the  morning,  the  field  can  be  used 
in   the  afternoon. 

Washington  and  bee  lias  fine  ath- 
letics, bast  year  the  championship 
of  the  South  Atlantic  division  lay 
between  Washington  and  Lee  and 
Georgetown  ;  and  this  year  Washing- 
ton and  I.ee  has  a  still  better  chance. 
They  have  only  three  more  games  to 


play  and  they  have  not  lost  a  game 
yet.  For  two  years  "Washington  and 
Lee  has  had  men  on  the  all-Southern 
team.  Another  one  of  the  great 
sports  is  the  rowing  on  the  river.  The 
whole  body  of  students  is  divided  in- 
to two  societies,  the  Albert  Syd- 
ney and  the  Harry  Lee.  Tire  crews 
of  these  respective  societies  meet  in 
their  annual  contest  every  commence- 
ment. 

The  scenery  around  Lexington  is 
very  fine.  Looking  east  we  have  a 
perfect  view  of  the  Blue  Ridge 
Mountains,  and  looking  towards  the 
west  we  see  the  lofty  peaks  of  the 
Alleghany  range.  The  North  River, 
a  branch  of  the  James,  flows  through 
Lexington,  and  here  is  where  the  col- 
lege boys  have  their  water  sports. 
If  we  go  about  twelve  miles  south  of 
Lexington  we  come  to  the  world-fa- 
mous natural  bridge.    . 

Washington  and  Lee  is  not  a  large 
university,  having  only  about  five 
hundred  and  sixty  students,  but  it 
will  take  a  high  rank  among  any 
group  of  colleges  for  having  the  most 
eminent  alumni.  I  will  not  attempt 
to  name  all  of  the  famous  men  who 
have  gone  out  from  this  university^ 
for  that  would  be  impossible,  but  just 
to  give  some  idea  I  will  mention  that 
she  numbers  among  her  distinguished 
sons,  five  senators,  two  ambassadors, 
two  consuls,  one  judge  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  two  governors  and  many 
other  eminent  men.

FOOTBALL  REVIEW. 


When  school  opened  in  September 
the  prospect  for  a  football  team  was 
very  discouraging,  but  our  experi- 
ence' of  last  year  seemed  to  demand 
a  football  team,  even  though  a  poor 
one,  as  a  means  of  diversion  for  the 
restless  spirits.  Consequently,  after 
a  week  of  uncertainty,  it  was  decided 
to  have  the  school  represented  on  the 
gridiron. 

Beginning  practice  about  the  first 
of  (  )ctober,  after  other  schools  had 
been  at  work  for  two  weeks,  and  with 
but  two  men  on  the  squad  who  had 
ever  played  either  as  regular  or  sub- 
stitute on  a  school  team,  we  feel  that 
the  team  did  well  to  win  half  of  its 
games.  The  first  game,  played  with 
but  a  few  days'  practice  and  against 
a  team  in  the  same  condition  as  ours, 
did  not  give  the  coach  a  chance  to  de- 
termine the  ability  of  each  man.  Al- 
so, as  Ipswich  held  the  ball  less  than 
four  minutes  out  of  thirty,  the  defen- 
sive strength  of  the  team  could  not  be 
determined.  The  Danvers  game,  to 
a  person  understanding  football, 
showed  clearly  that  the  team  was 
composed  of  green  men.  that  they 
had  never  had  a  second  team  to  play 
against,  and  that  the  team  was  still 
too  crude  to  play  against  experienced 
teams.  The  concerted  attack,  com- 
bined with  wretched  passing  for 
punts  and  two  intercepted  forward 
passes,  made  the  game  appear  to  be  a 
runaway,  although  but  fourteen  of 
their  points   were  earned. 

After  this  game  the  line  and  back- 
field  were  broken  up,  and  with  this 
new  combination,  together  with  a 
week  of  constant  scrimmage,  the  team 
played  its  best  game  of  the  season, 
a  tie  game  with  the  strong  Stone 
School    team.      From   this   time   until 


the  end  of  the  season  the  team  played 
well  lor  an  inexperienced  team, 
winning  and   losing  two  games  each. 

The  star  of  the  season  was  easily 
Capt.  Vesair,  who  played  a  consist- 
ently good  game  at  halfback,  both  on 
the  offence  and  on  the  defense,  sel- 
dom failing  to  make  one  or  more  long 
runs  per  game.  Hol'den,  a  green 
player,  developed  into  a  strong  cen- 
ter,  sure  on  his  passes  and  the  be-st 
defensive  player  in  the  line.  The 
guards  played  well  on  the  offense, 
but  were  slow  on  the  defense.  The 
tackles,  Rowe  and  Fitzgerald,  played 
a  good  consistent  game  throughout 
the  season.  The  ends  were  the  weak 
points  of  the  line  and  it  was  around 
them  that  the  opposing  teams  made 
most  of  their  gains.  In  the  back- 
field  Small  excelled  in  forward  pass- 
ing, and  Chandler  in  line  plunging, 
while  the  work  of  Young  and  Foto 
was  good,  though  handicapped  by 
lack  of  weight. 

At  the  football  banquet  given  on 
December  13th,  the  following  men 
were  presented  with  "D's",  for  hav- 
ing played  in  two  complete  games 
after  the  opening  game,  or  in  parts 
of  four  games  :  Capt.  Yesair,  Young, 
Small,  Chandler,  Foto,  Havlin,  H ol- 
den, Cowles,  H.  Derderian,  Good- 
win, Rowe,  Fitzgerald,  Coleman, 
French. 

The  squad  will  lose  through  grad- 
uation, Capt.  Yesair,  Chandler,  Foto, 
H  olden,  Fitzgerald,  Coleman  and 
Miller.  If  the  other  members  of  thj 
squad  return  to  school  next  vear.  we 
shall  have  a  nucleus  for  a  strong 
team. 


BASKFTBAFF. 


Basketball    candidates    were   called 
out    soon    after    Thanksgiving    recess 
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by  Coach  Ramsden.  Twenty  men  re- 
ported and  among  these  were  Capt. 
Yesair  and  Poto  of  last  year's  vic- 
torious team.  As  Yesair  and  Poto 
were  regular  forwards  last  year,  and 
as  they  were  considered  good  play- 
ers, it  evidently  seemed  that  that  de- 
partment of  the  team  was  well  taken 
care  of.  It  was  very  encouraging  to 
note  that  there  were  four  men  who 
played  on  last  year's  second  team, 
namely,  Small,  De  Rosay,  Coulter 
and  Bushnell.  Rowe.  who  was  a  sub- 
back  last  year,  has  grown  consider- 
ably during  the  past  year  and  now 
stands  a  little  over  six  feet,  will  un- 
doubtedly give  some  one  a  good  fight 
for  a  position  on  the  team.  H  olden 
showed  that  he  had  a  good  knowledge 
of  the  art  of  shooting  baskets  and  as 
he  is  a  tall  boy,  will  do  his  best  to 
make  center.  ;Senior,  of  last  year's 
baseball  team  was  also  found  among 
the  candidates.  He  is  a  trifle  under 
six  feet  tall,  and,  being  a  fast  man, 
should  easily  make  a  member  of  the 
regular  squad.  Howe,  a  Virginian, 
has  shown  us  that  down  South  may 
be  found  some  good  players,  for  he 
seems  to  be  perfectly  at  home  when 
on  a  basketball  floor. 

We  had  only  ten  days  to  prepare 
ourselves  for  our  first  game,  which 
was  to  be  with  Newburvport  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  Second.  As  most  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  squad  were  on  the  foot- 
ball team,  it  was  seen  in  the  first 
practice  that  they  had  nothing  to  fear- 
about  their  wind  not  holding  out. 
The  boys  showed  such  good  form  in 
first  practice  that  on  the  second  day 
a  good  scrimmage  was  included  in 
the  training.  At  the  end  of  one  week 
each  boy  was  having  an  awful  time 
in  convincing  the  coach  that  he  was 
good  enough   to  be  a  regular. 

A  very  strong  schedule  is  being 
arranged  by  Manager  De  Rosay.  Al- 
though our  schedule  is  not  quite 
complete,  we  will  have  as  our  op- 
ponents some  ol    the  strongest    teams 


in  the  state.  Among  these  are  Ha- 
verhill H.  S.,  Quincy  H  S..  St. 
John's  Prep.  (2  game-).  Thayer 
Academy  (2  games),  M.  I.  T.  Fresh- 
men, and  other  schools  of  more  or 
less  reputation.

known  of  it.  Those  who  have  thus 
lost  track  are  invited  to  follow  Dum- 
mer  through  the  year  and  see  what  is 
going  forward  here. 

The  Alumni  of  the  school  who  are 
closest  to  it,  are  most  loyal,  but  the 
homes  of  many  were,  and  are,  far  re- 
moved from  this  quiet  spot,  and  school 
days  are  but  a  memory. 

Of  those  whom  we  have  never  heard 
from  in  any  way,  who  never  show  any 
interest,  there  may  be  individuals  who 
do  not  care,  but  more  are  inactive 
because  they  have  not  had  informa- 
tion of  the  work  and  plans  of  the 
school.  To  all  such  this  is  a  notice 
that  we  propose  to  furnish  in  the 
"Archon"  a  means  of  communication 
between  the  school  and  alumni  and 
to  print  such  facts  of  the  school  life 
as  you  may  desire  or  as  we  think  will 
interest  you. 

When  you  look  over  the  following 
list  of  trustees  and  officers  you  will 
find  it  easy  to  believe  that  the  cor- 
poration is  better  organized  than  ever 
before.  If  you  have  seen  the  plant 
recently  you  know  that  it  is  better 
than  ever.  The  teaching  force  is 
stronger  than  for  many  years  ;  the  stu- 
dents more  numerous  and  the  whole 
school  in  all  its  departments  better  or- 
ganized than  ever.  Though  numbers 
and  receipts  for  tuition  are  greater 
than  last  year  by  fifteen  per  cent  and 


still  rising,  the  needs  of  the  school 
nearly  keep  pace  with  them. 

We  must  have  a  new  building  at 
once  if  we  are  to  take  care  of  the 
enrolment  indicated  for  next  year. 
This  building  should  also  contain  one 
or  two  larger  classrooms  than  we  have 
at  present.  Such  a  building  would 
cost  about  $25,000.00  We  have  $5,- 
000.00  already  pledged  from  one 
alumnus  and  we  want  to  hear  from 
others  who  are  like  minded. 

Did  you  ever  know  a  time  when 
Dummer  was  not  helping  one  or  more 
poor  but  ambitious  fellows  on  to  an 
education?  It  is  this  kind  of  work 
which  has  always  been  done  at  the 
school,  which  will  always  be  done 
here,  that  lies  at  the  foundation  of  the 
appeal  for  an  endowment  of  one 
hundred  thousand  which  is  a  part  of 
the  program  of  commemoration  of  the 
150th  anniversary,  begun  last  spring. 
About  one-third  of  the  amount  is  in 
sight,  contingent  on  the  remainder 
being  raised.  For  a  century  and  a 
half  the  school  has  done  this  work 
without  a  single  endowed  scholarship 
or  any  considerable  general  endow- 
ment fund.  This  fact  speaks  well  for 
the  self-denial  and  devotion  of  those 
who  have  labored  here,  but  the  con- 
dition should  not  be  allowed  longer 
to  cripple  the  philanthropic  work  of 
the  school,  or  lead  to  its  abandon- 
ment. 

In  this  connection,  it  can  be  said 
with  certainty  that  a  name  attached 
to  a  beautiful  building  or  a  scholar- 
ship   fund    will    live   in    grateful    re- 
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membrance  long  after  time  shall  have 
erased  it   from  gran-ite  or  tnarble.
